BLOODY CLOTHES SHOW 
GEARING POWDER BURKS 
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When the Ghastly Sight First Met 
Her Eyes, Mrs. Birdsong Trem- 
bled and Turned Away, 
but Later Regained 
Her Composure. 


Hazlehurst, Miss., December 7.—It ig 
announced that the attorneys defending 
Mrs. Angie Birdsong, charged with the 
murder of Dr. Thomas Butler, will at- 
tempt to introduce into the triai the free 
acceptance of evidence concerning the 
physician's alleged statements about the 
woman who deliverately shot him. 

Exception was taken to the ruling of 
the court at the close of yesterday's ses- 
sion, that only such parts of this ev- 
idence could be admitted as came to 
Mrs. Birdsong’s ears. 

lt is claimed that the action of the 
wometi friends. of Mrs. Birdsong had 
quite as much effect in driving her to 
the verge of emotional insanity as did 
the verge of emational insanity as did the 
former friends are aheged to have re 
fused to speak ta her when they met 
her on the street. 

The case continues to attract to the 
court room some of the leading persons 
of the community and of the state. A 
ead feature of the trial has been the 
presence in court of the cnildren, both 
of the young defendant, and those of 
the man she killed. 

John Steen, a justice of Hazlehurst, 
Miss., who examined Dr. Butler's body, 
was the first witness today. 

The clothing worn by Dr. Butler when 
he was shot to death was exhibited in 
court, and upon being shown to the 
witness he identified it, saying the gar- 
ments were in his possession from the 
day of the shooting until the meeting of 
the grand jury. 

He traced the course of the shots fired 
by Mrs. Birdsong by means of the holes 
in the clothing, Powder burns were 
found om the clothing. Justice Steen ex- 
hibited the blood-stained underwear of 
Dr. Butler. As the undershirt, ghastly 
with blood cloths, was held up by the 
witness, Mrs. Birdsong trembled with 


emotion, then turned her head away. 
Later, she regained her composure, and 


viewed the garments, this time with 

Prosecution Completed Evidence. 

With surprising rapidity the prosecu- 
tion completed its evidence today. 
day and a half had been oocupied in 
presenting the state’s witnesses. 

Two leading points were aimed at by 
the. prosecution. First it wae attemp 
to show that the youthful defendant's 
act was deliberate, and that she followed 
her already mortally ‘ victim out 
of his office to his anda,’ where she 
adjusted her revolver, after he had 
pleaded for mercy, and that with the 
weapon again ready she fired three more 
shots at him. The second aim of the 
prosecution was to prove Dr. Butler's 
good character. 

One of the state's witnesses, Mra Nora 
Garrett, lived in a house across the 
street from Dr. Butler. She testified to- 
day that she saw the shooting, both in 
the office and outside, and that she 
heard the physician cry: 

“Angie, don’t shoot me any more.” 

A moment later Dr. Butler exclaimed: 

“My God! Angie, what will become of 
you when_you die?’ 

The witness said that she herself call- 
ead to Mrs. Birdgong to stop shooting. 

Thi. witness /sald there was no truth 
in a Seport t she had informed Mrs. 
Birdsong of storie about the latter's 
character@ill to have been circulated 
by Dr. Butler. The prosecution went into 
details about the nature of the physi- 
Cilan’s wounds, and then rested its case. 

The defense immediately called as ita 
first witness the defendant's mother-in- 
law, Mrs. 8. F. Birdsong. The latter 
testified that the defendant, after the 
birth of her last child, had shown signs 
of insanity, and that these symptoms 
were repeated about the time of the 
killing. The mother-in-law said that 
Mrs. Garrett, who had testified for the 
state, called wpon Mrs. Birdsong a few 
days before the tragedy, and that, after 
this visitor’s departure, Mrs. Birdsong 
remarked that, if she found that Dr. 
Butler had told ill stories about her, 
she would kill him. Witness said Mrs. 
Birdsong had been out at night only 
once during the period the stories re- 
ferred to, and then the defendant had 
gone for medicine at witness’ request. 

Other witnesses told of Mrs. Birdsong’s 
attempt at suicide a few days before 
the shooting. 

At this point an adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow.
